Nathan 
White Jr. was forced to 
break a tie vote Monday 
morning when Collin County 
com m issioners 
couldn’t 
agree on giving up some 
right-of-way for unimproved 
roads in the Hunters 
Glen 
Addition in Plano. 
The housing development, 
located in 
far northwest 
Plano, is under the super­ 
vision of Robert S. Folsom 
Investments Inc., and it was 
their representatives who 
appeared 
before 
com­ 
m issioners Monday m or­ 
ning, seeking to have the 
county give up its right-of- 
way in the addition. 
According 
to 
William 
Conger, spokesman for the 
group. Folsom plans to 
develop the property and put 
in concrete streets. In order 
to do so, though, the com­ 
pany needs title to the 
unimproved county roads 
which traverse through the 
area at the present time. 
City Suggestion 
Conger also revealed that 
it was the City of Plano 
which suggested Folsom 
representatives 
approach 
the county on the matter. 
C om m issioner 
Chuck 
Frisk of Plano, in whose 
precinct 
the development 
lies, explained to his fellow 
court members that it isn’t a 
complete giveaway. 
“ What w e’re doing is 
trading some old dirt roads 
for concrete ones and tur­ 
ning all maintenance over to 
the City of Plano, and it’s all 
I can do to keep from dan­ 


cing in the streets,’’ he said. 
Frisk further pointed out 
that the property has been 
annexed by the City of Plano 
within the past year to 18 
months, and that a meeting 
with the city ’s planner 
resulted in the planner 
recommending the aban­ 
donment of the rights-of- 
way. 
Note Splits 
However, when it came to 
a vote, Frisk and Com­ 
missioner 
Bay 
Sellers 
supported the m easure, 
while Commissioners Odell 
Rushing 
and 
Bailey 
Dickerson voted against the 
move. 
Judge 
White, also 
of 
Plano, cast his vote in favor 
of the abandonment. 
Commissioners were able 
to get together, though, by 
recording a unanimous vote 
to combine voting precincts 
for the special State Con­ 
stitu tio n a l 
A m endm ent 
Election set for Tuesday, 
April 22. 
In 
addition, 
they 
unanimously voted to pay 
the election workers $2.25 an 
hour, which is 25 cents above 
the minimum wage. 
Voters will be asked to 
ballot on a proposed change 
in 
the state provisions 
relating to state and local 
retirement systems, and a 
proposed increase in salary 
for 
m em bers 
of 
the 
Legislature, from $400 to 
$600 a month. 
Plano Precincts 
For 
Plano, 
the 
com­ 
missioners’ vote means that 
residents of Precincts 24 


(Renner), 26, 49, 53 and 54 
will vote in one box on the 
west side of town, while 
residents of Precincts 23, 41 
(Parker), 47, 50, 51 and 52 
will vote in one box on the 
east side of town. Canyon 
Creek residents (Precincts 
48 and 55) will vote in one 
box, also. 
Currently, the location of 
the three voting boxes has 
not been determined. 
Earlier in the meeting, 
commissioners unanimously 
agreed to give a 
main­ 
tenance contract for 
the 
county courthouse to Otis 
Wilder of McKinney, who bid 
$1838.60 a month, which 
includes 
supplies 
and 
cleaning the County Agent’s 
Office. 
Low Bidder 
The lowest bid was from 
Harrison Janitorial Service 
of Blue Ridge, the service 
currently 
in 
charge 
of 
cleaning the courthouse. 
That company’s bid was 
$1690.70, which did not in­ 
clude the County Agent’s 
Office. 
Also rejected was a bid of 
$1800 by Mary Lou Garza, 
who bid $1800 for the job. Ms. 
Garza’s bid was to provide 
cleaning 
services 
three 
times a week and com­ 
missioners indicated they 
felt that was “inadequate.’’ 
During discussion on the 
bids, Judge White pointed 
out that the County Agent’s 
Office should not be made 
part of the bid, then in­ 
dicated that the final bid 
price from Wilder probably 
would be lowered by ex­ 


cluding that office. 
Bids Sought 
In other activity, com­ 
missioners agreed to ad­ 
vertise for bids on a com- 
p r e h e n s i v e 
c o u n t y 
hospitalization plan, which is 
expected to be awarded in 
two weeks, and they also 
voted to place Dr. Larry 
Hines and Jim Livesey--both 
Boy Scout representatives- 
on the Collin County Youth 
Park board, with Dickerson 
voting against that p ar­ 
ticular measure. 
They 
also 
agreed 
to 
purchase 0.183 acres of right- 
of-way from Mathan G. 
Strain for $1500, to construct 
a Farm to Market Road 
from Lucas to Branch, and 
voted to have McKinney 
attorney Roland Boyd sent 
information 
packets 
to 
landowners in the vicinity of 
the proposed Loop 9 and ask 
them to donate right-of-way 
for the project. 
Decisions Delayed 
A decision on proposed 
remodeling of the Adult 
Porbation Office has been 
postponed for one week to 
get more information. 
Commissioners will be in , 
joint executive session with 
the McKinney city council, 
either 
Wednesday 
or 
Thursday afternoon, and this 
is expected to lead into an 
appearance by both bodies 
before 
the 
McKinney 
Planning 
and 
Zoning 
Commission on Tuesday, 
March 4, in relation to the 
p ro p o se d

in 
downtown McKinney.

S. Folsom Investments Inc. 
to annex and zone 346.8 acres 
in northwest Plano will be 
discussed 
further 
at 
a 
special work session called 
for March IO at 6:30 p.rn The 
discussion will take place 
im m ediately prior to a 
regular council meeting. 
The 
developer 
has 
requested 29.2 acres planned 
development retail, 
10.6 
acres planned development 
light commercial, 8.4 acres 
planned development single 
family 
com m ercial, 
8.4 
acres planned development 
single family attached, 27.9 
acres planned development 
multiple family-2 and 270.7 
acres single family-2 on the 
tract which is located north 
and adjacent to the Hunters 
Glen Addition. It is also

is the best possible land use 
for a development adjacent 
to an airport. Both Warner 
Richeson and Louise Sherrill 
pointed out the possibility of 
creating a worse safety 
hazard on the west side of 
Plano than currently exists 
on the east side with Shiloh 
Airport, although Mayor 
Norman Whitsitt 
inserted 
that it is the airport owner’s 
responsibility to provide the 
necessary clear zone. 
Robert Hollin, land use 
planning 
consultant 
to 
Folsom, added that if the 
council 
refuses 
zoning 
because the airport is in­ 
fringing upon the airspace of 
the 
Folsom 
property, 
Folsom will probably be 
forced to take the matter to 
court. 
Doug Herrin suggested 
that the reverse might be 
true if the council granted 
the zoning. He questioned 
whether the owner of the 
airport might be able to 
bring suit if he were forced 
to close through an action of 
the council, such as granting 
zoning which 
makes the 
airport unsafe to operate. He 


stressed that there are many 
other areas which need to be 
investigated 
before 
a 
decision is m ade, citing 
possible objections from the 
Environmental 
Protection 
Agency as an example. 
Other Activity 
In other action the council 
authorized the submission of 
a pre-application to the 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development for a 
Community 
Development 
Grant. The city will request 
$279,000 for street 
and 
drainage improvements in 
the area bounded by U.S. 75 
on the west, 15 St. on the 
north, the Southern Pacific 
Railroad on the east and the 
Southwestern Railroad on 
the south.

In Retirement ('hecks 
Increases Included 


Emergency cost-of-living 
increases ranging from five 
to 18-percent will be included 
in 
February 
retirement 
benefit checks received by 
nearly 
40,000 
retired 
members of the Teacher 
Retirement System. 
The increases, however, 
are temporary pending the 
passage of a Constitutional 
Amendment which will be 
submitted to the voters in a 
statewide election April 22. 
Since the State is limited 
by the Constitution in the 
amount it may appropriate 
to the Teacher Retirement 
System, 
benefit 
increases 
contained in the legislation 
recently passed by the Texas 
Legislature will be financed 
on an interim basis until the 
April 22 election. 


Voter approval of the 
Constitutional 
Amendment 
will permit the Legislature 
to appropriate $98 million to 
pay the benefit increases for 
the remainder of the retired 
members’ lives. Should the 
Amendment 
fail, 
the 
emergency benefits would 
end automatically May I, 
1975. 


The 
new 
law 
provides 
percentage increases in TRS 
benefits now being paid; the 
percentage 
varying 
to 
provide greater increases 
for those members who have 
been retired longest and thus 
receiving a smaller benefit. 
Increases would apply to 
retired teachers, auxiliary 
members, 
and 
most 
beneficiaries as follows: 
- 18 percent for members 
who retired before March 31, 
1969. 
- 12 percent for members 
who retired on or after 
March 31, 1969 and before

On February 20th, I ap 
peered

Subcommittee on Crime to 
give testimony during their 
hearings on 
gun 
control. 
Having followed this issue 
very closely for se v e ra l 
years, I continue to oppose 
any legislation which would 
limit 
the 
civil 
rights 
of 
American citizens. 
The intention of Congress 
is well-meant. However, I 
feel that their efforts are 
misguided 
We should be 
placing our 
emphasis 
on 
strengthening our laws to 
deter 
criminal 
acts 
with 
fire a rm s 
instead 
of 
penalizing 
the 
en tire 
citizenry. 
I am currently drafting 
legislation 
designed 
to 
reduce crim es committed 
with weapons by instituting 
mandatory, strict sentences 
for any person convicted of 
using 
a 
gun 
during 
the 
commission of a crime. My 
bill will prohibit the granting 
of a suspended sentence or a 
probationary 
sentence for 
any 
Federal 
felony com ­ 
mitted with a firearm 


In the brief period since 
the 
s ta rt 
of 
th e 
94th 
C ongress, 
th e re 
have 
already been numerous bills 
in troduced 
calling 
for 
varying degrees of handgun 
prohibition and registration. 
P ro p o n e n ts 
of 
these 
m e a s u re s seem to have 
forgotten the 2nd Article of 
the Bill of Rights, which 
states, 
“the right of the 
people to keep and bear 
A rm s, shall 
not 
be 
in­ 
fringed.” This basic right 
was 
clearly 
specified 
by 
Congress in 1789 and its logic 
is just as sound today 
I believe it is reasonable to 
assum e that a criminal, who 
is not willing to obey laws 
against arm ed robbery or 
m urder will certainly not be 
willing to obey gun control 
laws. The Crime Control and 
Safe Streets Act of 1968, was 
e n a cte d to prohibit 
the 
possession of firearm s by 
criminals and mental 
in­ 
co m p eten ts.

crim e rather than a decline,

Expenses Limited

There are certain lim its 
applied to m edical expenses 
which can be deducted from 
the fed era l in com e tax.

T axpayers who item ize

consider minimum limits in

says Com m erce Clearing 
House,

Deduction is allowed for 
expenses 
actually 
paid 
during the taxable year 
covering medical care of the 
taxpayer, 
his 
w ife 
or 
dependent to the extent such 
paym ents are not com ­ 
pensated for by insurance or 
through other means. The 
deduction 
is 
lim ited, 
however, to that portion of 
the expenses which exceed 
three per cent of the tax­ 
payer’s adjusted gross in­ 
come. There is also a one per 
cent limitation on drugs and 
medicines. 
On a joint return, the three 
per cent is based on the total 


adjusted gross income of 
both the husband and wife.
